MORE ARRESTS ARE MADE. 


CAR MEN VOTING. 


CHICAGO UNION BALLOTING ON 
STRIKE PROPOSITION. 


Indications Point to Walkout, But 
Mayor Hopes To Bring 
About Peace. 


Chicago, Aug. 4.—With 10.000 street 
car men voting to-morrow on the ques¬ 
tion of a walkout, the attitude of trac¬ 
tion and city officials waa that of hope 
that a strike would be avoided by 
compromise. 

The referendum will begin at 4 
o'clock In the morning and It is expect¬ 
ed that the men wilt vote in favor of 
a strike. 

President T. E. Mitten. of tho Chica¬ 
go City Railway line, has entered Into 
negotiations with tho employes of the 
Calumet and South Chicago Bireot 
Railway Company, looking toward an 
increased scale and trouble may be 
u\%rted In that quarter at least. 

Mayor Busse expressed the opinion 
to-night that there would be no strike. 

At the Banio time there was an omin¬ 
ous look to tho arrival of P. L. Bergoff, 
a profusions! Strike-breaker, who fig¬ 
ured In the recent Philadelphia strug¬ 
gle. 

Bergoff said he had been asked to 
come to Chicago by the presidents of 
the street railway companies and that 
he thought he could handle the situa¬ 
tion with 3,600 men. He said he had 
250 men on his payroll, most of them 
in New York and Philadelphia. 


St. Louis, Mo.. Aug 4.—The discovery 
to-day tiiat three trunks had been

The citizen lots the right to at¬ 
tend lua voting place without molestation, 
and In the exercise or this tighi guaran¬ 
teed by law to he fr©# from intimidation 
and recur© from violence.

CONNECTICUT REPEALS 

OLD-TIME “BLUE LAWS.” 


New Sunday Bill Goes Through Both 
Houses of the Legisla¬ 
ture, * 


Hartford, Conn., Aug. 4.—Both bouse* 
of the Connecticut legislature to-day 
passed a bill repeal Ing tho sc.-called 
“blue laws” relating to Sunday observ¬ 
ance, which forbid almost evi-ry form 
of rqpneathm and secular activity. Tho 
lawn, which have been seldom enforced 
are relics of enactments by the law- 
giving body of 1722. 

The n«*w Sunday bill Is short. R de¬ 
fines the Sunday, and prohibits all 
sports and secular activities “except 
Such as are d« manded by necessity arid 
mercy, and such as are for the general 
welfare of the community.” The penal 
section provides for fines and imprison¬ 
ment for violation. 

Under the words “general welfare of 
the community” Sunday baseball U 
probably permitted, and the advocates 
of the bill admit that tho courts nmiai 
hKerpret the wording In several place*. 


CURES ECZEMA, 
ACNE, TETTER ETC. 


Washington, Aug. 4.— [Special.] — 
Owing to tho maximum and minimum 
provision of the new tariff law. the 
"free breakfast table” will become | 
thing of the past, at least so far as 
coffee la concerned. 

After »March 31 next, when the maxi 
mum and minimum provision goes Into 
effect, a duty of 25 per cent, ad vaiol 
rem will be collected upon coffee from 
Brasil, which furnishes over four-fifths 
pf the coffee consumed In the United 
States. Brasil, it is declared, U not 
In a position to meet the demands for 
revocation of their bounty system, and 
accordingly the Aldrich tariff bill will 
automatically place a duty upon coffee 
of one-fourth of Its value. 

In discussing the matter to-day. Rep 
losentatlve Clayton, of Alabama, said 

"The Imports of coffee Into the 
United States In 1900 amounted to 7. 
100,000 bags. 33 per cent, of which came 
from Brazil, two-thirds ot which was 
Santos and one-third Rio. 

• • • 

Subject To Export Duty. 

'The Brazilian coffee Is subject to 
an export duty, and will, therefore, bo 
subject to the maximum tariff feature 
of the new law, and be subject to 
duty of 26 per cent, ad valorem upon 
entering United States customhouses. 
The export duties are levied at the 
ports or Rio de Janeiro, Minas Geraes 
and Sao Paulo. 

"In addition to these export duties, 
the State of Sao Paulo, In Brazil, levies 
an export duty of five francs per bag 
on all coffee and 20 per cent, ad va¬ 
lorem on all In excess of 9,000.000 b#?a 
during the year beglnntng July 1, 1908. 
In excess of 9,500.000 for tho crop yaar 
1909, and in excess of 10.000,000 bags 
during succeeding years. Tho tax of 
Sao Paulo cannot be changed. Inasmuch 
as U forms the basis of the Valoriza¬ 
tion scheme* by and through which the 
coffeo of Sao Paulo Is floated In the 
markets of the world.

“It is this stock, which represents noth¬ 
ing except a license from the owners of 
patents long expired, that makes it neces¬ 
sary constantly to increase the rates in 
order that these securities may earn 
enough to make them attractive to the 
speculating or investing public of New 
York and the East.” 

I am quite sure when you penned these 
sentences you realized the gravity of your 
statements, for il such a statement was true 
it would leave this company and its officials in 
a most contemptible attitude, and unworthy of 
the respect or consideration of the very dogs. 

A committee of your citizens, to-wTt:

Aug. 4.—The concurrent 
resolution making corrections in the 
leather schedule of th© tariff bill 
was reported fr >m the Finance Com¬ 
mittee by Senator Aldrich to-day.

Hides af cattle, raw or uncured, 
whether dry salted or pickled, shall be 
admitted free of duty.

valorem; that all boots and shoes, made 
wholly or In chief value of leather 
made from cattle hide* and cattle skins 
of whateV* r weight, of cattle of ttl< 
bovine species, including calf skins, 
shall pay a duty of 10 per cent, ad valo¬ 
rem: that harness, saddles and sudriicry, 
In sets or In parte, finished or unfin¬ 
ished. composed wholly or In chief 
value of leather, vhall pay a duty of 
20 per cent, nd valorem.

Board of I rade September 4. 1907, nor have we 
found any discrimination as between patrons 
except that the increase in rates allowed by the 
old committee was not made by the telephone 
company to apply to all patrons at the same 
time, for the reason, as stated by the company, 
that there were outstanding contracts between 
the company and its patrons which expired at 
different times, and for the further reason that 
it was not feasible for the company to at once 
so alter its rules as to make the new rates appiy 
to ail patrons at the same date. 

In regard to whether the rates determined 
upon by the old committee, under the agree¬ 
ment entered into between the Board ot Di¬ 
rectors anti the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in April, 1907, arc fair and 
reasonable, your committee have only to say 
that the old committee appears to have made a 
most thorough investigation of the whole sub¬ 
ject, their inquiry extending through five 
months, during which time they held sixteen 
meetings; had before them for interrogation of¬ 
ficers and employes of the Telephone Company, 
and others, and the assistance of a high-grade 
expert accountant employed by the committee, 
and we have nothing before us on which we 
can base an opinion that the old committee 
erred in its conclusion. * 

Your committee desires to call your atten¬ 
tion to the fact that under the agreement with 
the Telephone Company, the rates fixed by the 
old committee were to stand for three years 
from July 1, 1907, and that about one-haif of 
that time has now expired. If at the expiration 
of the full period of three years it is found that 
the profits of the Telephone Company, after 
careful and economical conducting of its busi¬ 
ness, have been greater than should be allowed, 
the rates and charge for the future can be intel¬ 
ligently adjusted. 

We ask that this report be received and 
filed, and that the committee be discharged.

As 
the number of women teachers In¬ 
creased dome of the aspiring ones 
sought the position of superintendent, 
and In several counties they were elect¬ 
ed. Now every succeeding election of 
county officer* shows an Increase In 
tho number of women superintendents. 
In most Instances they have performed 
their duties efficiently, energetically 
and conscientiously. It Is not lmprob 
able that in a few more years the ma 
Jorlty of such offices In Kentucky will 
t-e Ailed by women. The tendency is 
the same everywhere. 

It Is natural and appropriate that 
women should be assuming, all the 
time, a larger Importance In affairs of 
education. In the training and teach¬ 
ing of children they are pre-eminent, 
for all training and teaching must be¬ 
gin at home and In tho home the ma¬ 
ternal InAucnce Is paramount. ( The 
mule educator. It Is true, has a fleld of 
his own and Is not likely to be dis¬ 
placed. In some branches of education¬ 
al work he Is indispensably. It Is no 
discredit to him that the woman teach¬ 
er Is taking a larger part In school af¬ 
fairs—In a work to which site la so 
peculiarly adapted.

S OME of the writers who have been 
claiming Aat James J. Jeffries 
would never meet Jack Johnson 
In a championship battle ore be¬ 
ginning to feci now* that the big follow 
will make un effort to regain the title. 
There has been an tmpreeslon among 
eiK>rifng in on that a© lonk a* Jeffries de¬ 
cided to come back Into the ring and 
fight that he would still retain the heavy¬ 
weight championship. This Is not correct 
tor Lhe simple reason that In 1905 Jet- 
Dies publicly announced his retirement 
and at Reno, Nev.. when he refereed the 
contest botween Jack Root and Marvin 
Hart, declared that he w'ould retire from 
the ring for sil Urns and turn over the 
tttle lo the winner of the contest. 

This battle was won by Hart, who was 
later defeated by Tommy Bums. That 
is whore the chubby Canadian became the 
heavyweight champion. It might also be 
well to announce that when Tommy 
Bums defeated Gunner Motr in England 
he became the heavyweight champion of 
that country for the reason that Motr had 
previously claimed the title. It may be 
that there have been few heavy weights In 
England since the urns of Charlie Mitch¬ 
ell. but nevertheless Muir and others had 
the tigltl to claim th# title and defend 
it Th© same haa been done In years 
gouc by and therefore Bums became 
cimmpion of England, and when Johnson 
defeated Buna n© Oocarne tho undisputed 
heavyweight oliampion of th© world and 
has the right to claim the championship 
of England In the bargain if he so desires, 
which would leave Sain Lougford with 
no title at the present tlms.

Bluer 
opposition wai directed against the pro 
xlslon* of the bill respecting the «• ti¬ 
ll ute of a customs court and provid¬ 
ing for the purchase of automobiles for 
the Vice President and the Speaker, but 
oil attempts to send the report back to 
the conferees for amendment were de¬ 
le ated. The bill, as paste d, made no 
provision for the payment of salaries of 
Judge* and officers of the court 

Adjourn merit was taken at 4:30 p. 
m. until noon to-morrow.

Macon Objects. 


When the House met to-day the con¬ 
ference report on the urgent deficiency 
till was presented. The Intertlon wrai 
to have the report receive immediate 
attention, but It was frustrated by Mr.

Still occupying the role of objector, 
Mr. Macon refused unanimous consent 
to a motion by Mr. Payne that the 
rule requiring conference reports to 
be printed In the record should be sus¬ 
pended In (he Interest of the deficien¬ 
cy bills All appeals to ths Arkansas 
membeP to consent were In vain.

But the Republican leaders were 
not to be defeated In their programme 
of putting the deficiency bill through 
to-day, and after being In session 
seven minutes, forced a recess for half 
an hour In order that the Committee 
on Rules might bring a resolution 
covering the case. 

When the thirty minutee were up, 
Mr, Dalsell, of Pennsylvania, promptly 
was recognised to offer a rule which 
would render the Payne motion ef¬ 
fective.

MANY HESITATE TO JOIN 
MOVEMENT OPENLY. 


GOVERNMENT TAKES PRECAU¬ 
TIONS AGAIN8T RIOTS. 


NO STREET CARS RUNNING. 


Stockholm. Aug. 4.—The labor con¬ 
flict In Sweden shows riffn* this morn¬ 
ing of becoming more acute. While the 
ranks of the striker* are considerably 
swelled. the general strike culled for 
to-day has not become entirely ef¬ 
fective. Many organIzatlone, although 
sympathizing with the strikers. hesi¬ 
tate to join them actively. 

Tho employes of the street car lines 
and tho ctob drivers stopped work thi9 
morning and neither cabs nor street 
cars an- avsliable. The fact that the 
troop* are ’ protecting the gas works 
and the electric lighting plant has in¬ 
censed the workmen, wtioae leaders 
threaten to call out all the men unices 
the soldiers are withdrawn. The print¬ 
ers* union held a meeting this morning, 
but resolved to postpone for the pres¬ 
ent any decision In the matter of going 
on strike. 

A corps of workman, some thousand 
strong. Is being organized with the ob¬ 
ject of maintaining order and the peo¬ 
ple generally, bankers, merchants, etc., 
arfc arming themselves for self-protec¬ 
tion. The gunshops of the city are 
practically denuded uf revolvers and 
small arms. A*! tourists have .left 
Stockholm, and the number of visitors 
now In the ckv Is smaller than at this 
season for many years past. 

Although the railroad men have de¬ 
cided pot to strike, the Government Is 
taking the precaution to tfuard the 
track* with troops, fearing attempts 
to blow up bridge* or Injure the perma¬ 
nent way. Quantities of dynamite are 
reported to have mysteriously disap¬ 
peared recently from the Government 
store*. 

The leaders of the strikers say that 
the end of the week will see a nota¬ 
ble spread of the movement; that the 
iiUlrond. portal, telegraph and tele- 
T-horn* employes and the printer* will 
l y that time haw joined In the strike. 

This afternoon guards were posted In 
the market place* nnd the railroad'sta¬ 
tions. All milk supplies have been cut 
off, nnd thousands of pnhl** are suffer¬ 
ing from lack of nourishment and the 
change from cow's milk to canned 
milk. 

The street* of Stockholm are plied 
vith Idlers who promenade back and 
forth chaffing the volunteer street 
cltaners many <*f whom »>•*;.»n«r to tin* 
better classes. All the * .doom* are 
closed to-day nnd only the best restau¬ 
rants nre permitted t«V remain op*n, 
and even here it Is possible to get wine 
only with a solid meal. 

All the ferries have stopped running 
and there is little communication be. 
twe-on Stockholm ami the suburb? 
reached by water mutes. Thl* fact 
It In a furl t, • diminution of 
food supplies. For the present nil Is 
pnlet In the city, hut trouble is c*. 
pected when the stocks of food begin

Must Take Quick Action. 


New York. Aug. 4.—General liquida¬ 
tion occurred in tho cotton market to¬ 
day. the downward movement which 
started yesterday, continuing w-lth Oc¬ 
tober contracts, selling at 11.93c and 
January at 12.02c during the early aft¬ 
ernoon. These prices represented a net 
loss for the day of from 20 to 37 point* 
and a decline of from 70 to 76 points 
from the high prices reached Immedi¬ 
ately after the publication of the Gov¬ 
ernment crop report on Monday. 

There appeared to be no changes In 
the general character of crop news to 
account for this decline, but large op¬ 
erators seemed to consider that the 
crop situation had t»een sufficiently dis¬ 
counted or that the market could not 
abeorb the approaching new crop move¬ 
ment above the 12^-cent level, and th« 
selling by theso persons evidently 
forced liquidation by scattering long*. 

Several points of the losses scored 
were recovered on covering operations, 
with the market closing steady at a 
net decline of 13 to 1$ points, the clos¬ 
ing bid on October being 12.12c. and on 
January 12.18c.

cholera In prone sections In the State, 
which might nuike some people afraid to 
trv to raise them. With this exception 
and scabbies on sheep, which is causing 
considerable comment at the present time, 
the condition of all livestock Is fine. 

Poultry Is higher than for many years— 
selling at an average price of 12c per 
pound, and egg* have bc*m and are si 111 
very high and *caree—selling at an aver¬ 
age of about 16c per doecn.

Notice was *i*rvcd on sold 
company that on next Friday, August <L 
the complain an m would move Chancellor 
Stout nt Clarksville to sustain the bill 
os a general creditors' bill and for tho 
appointment of a permanent recetvar 

The blU alleges that of the authorised 
stock of rS.OOJ. 135.000 has been Issued, 
that the property of Um» company Is 
bonded to the American Trust and Sav¬ 
ings Bank of Chicago for 155,000. and that 
the company has never been able to meet 
the Interest on its bonds and Is otherwise 
Indebted to the amount of several hun¬ 
dred dollars which It is unable to pay. 
and la therefore Insolvent. The complain¬ 
ants predicate their right to maintain 
the bill an the alleged fact that the Amer¬ 
ican Trust and Savings Bank, the mort¬ 
gagee. will not Interfere and foreclose Us 
mortgage so oa to protect complainants, 
who are both stock and bondholders of 
the company; that they have no right to 
compel saLl bank to foreclose Its mort¬ 
gage. as the mortgage provides that the 
bonk does not have to foreclose unless 
application is made by one-third of the 
bondholders and proper Indemnity made, 
and that ctoinp la Insults do not own the 
required amount of stock. 

The company was Incorporated In 1906. 
and established exchanges at Springfield. 
Greenbrier and Cross Flams. Most of Its 
stock Is owned by the Central Homo Tele¬ 
phone Company of Louisville, Ky. 

The hill alleges that the company began 
more extended improvements than It had 
money to complete, and did not there¬ 
fore command the patronage It expectod. 
It is one of the subsidiary companies of 
what is known as the "independent sys¬ 
tem. ’ and upon tho failure of E. L. Bur¬ 
lier, head of the independent systems at 
Wauaeoti.

William A. Davis, of Jeffersonville, a 
former Sheriff -of Clark county, Ind., 
yesterday received a letter announcing 
the death of his uncle, William B. Davla, 
who lived on a farm n«*ar Chillleothe, 
Livingston county.
